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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim 1-12 and 21 are cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 13-20, 22-36 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 3, 1 8, 32, 33 are allowed since there is no prior teaches a display device 
comprising (as Fig. 5 shown): 

• a printed circuit board PCB 210 having top and bottom major surfaces and being 
connected to said display panel, the PCB being disposed below the bottom 
chassis 160 such that its bottom surface is closer to the bottom chassis than is 
the top surface of the PCB : and, 

• one or more grounding protrusions 270 formed on to protrude from the bottom 
surface of said PCB and coupled to an electrical ground of the PCB, wherein the 
one or more grounding protrusions protrude beyond the bottom surface of the 
PCB by a protrusion distance that exceeds heights of is any other components 
formed on the bottom surface of the PCB, and the one or more ground 
protrusions are disposed in contact with/or directly connected to the bottom 
chassis so as to thereby couple at least some of electromagnetic interference 
EMI produced in the PCB to the bottom chassis. 
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Claims 14-17, 19-20, 22-31 and 34-36 are allowed since they depend on the 
allowed claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure: 

Yarita et al. (US 641 1 353 B1 ) disclose a liquid crystal display device includes 
GNDPT is a grounding pattern of the flexible circuit board between chassis and display 
panel; CHX a chip component; GC a rubber cushion material; and MTP a metal tape 
(copper foil). 

Seto et al. (US 6101089 A) disclose a liquid crystal display device including a 
SSRS IH la heat radiating shield plate formed of a metallic plate a %Z\f^ 
^Sfl'I^^S and a shield plate are arranged in a base section of a apparatus body in a 
stacked state. Studs made of a metal projects from the heat radiating shield plate. 
Both ends of each of the studs come in contact with MIB areas of the VTt^V^r 
Sili^ and are electrically connected to these fKSffll* areas. A CPU mounted on one 
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of the ffiM^^^^S^Si comes in contact with the heat radiating shield plate through 
a cool sheet and is thermally connected to the heat radiating shield plate. 

Sasuga et al. (US5432626) disclose a liquid crystal display device including a 
chassis having protrusion connected to the printing circuit board.
